We  are  now  in  llie  first  month  ol  siitninet'. 
itnt!  in  view  of  the  bad   iiillucncc  nf  dirly 
streets  on  llie  liealllifnlncss  ol  the  cilv,    the 
■  sniiil.iiy  tiulhofitesshiHlhi  at  once  fake  steps 
to    have   them    put    in    order.     Not    only 
should  the  broken  pavements   be    mended, 
but  measures  should   be    adopted    to    stop 
much  uf  the  heavy    traffic    which    causes  so 
much  damage,  the  drains  should  be  cleaned 
and    Hushed,   the   streets  should    be    thor- 
oughly cleaned,  and  the  tearing  down  of  old 
j  buildings  should  he  stopped.     Much  of  tile 
'  dirt  in  the  streets    comes  from  these    recon- 
structions.    Then,  loo,   something  should 
1  be  done  to  stop  the    waste  of  w.itc-t  in  order 
j  to  insure  a  good  and  uniform  supply  to  the 
whole  population,  and    something    should 
j  be  done  to  have  the  streets  watered.     We 
do  not  believe  that    watering  the   streets    is 
tinliealtliful,   and  even  if  it  were    it   is   cer- 
tainly less  hurtful   than  the  disease-infected 
dust  which  is  blown  about  by  every  breeze. 
We  have  thus  far  had  very  favorable  weather, 
ami    there  are  good    reasons  for    believing 
that  a  proper  observance   of  the   most  ob- 
vious sanitary  precautions  will  keep  the  edi- 
fice of  epidemic  this    year.     As  the    people 
have  shaken  themselves  free  of  the  [laiasttes 
which  had  taken  possession  ol  the  citv  hall, 
why  would  it  not  be  good    policy   to  incite 
some   of  the  leading   ptopeiTy-hoIders  anil 
professional  men    to    take  charge  ol   muni- 
i  cipal  affairs  just  to  see  what  thev  can  do  fin 
I  the  weltare  and  good   mime  of  this  city  ? 

,      The  political  situation  in  Brazil  is  cei- 

1  tainly  an  enigma.  We  hardly  know 
whether  to  take  it  seriously,  or  not.  In  a 
little  over  two  veins  we  have  seen  the  coun- 
try a  monarchy,  a  dictatorship,  a  republic, 
a  dictatorship  again,  and  then  a  legal  repub- 
lican government  again.  In  every  other 
country  in  the  world  such  changes  con!.! 
not  have  been  accomplished  without  con- 
flicts and  bloodshed  ;  here  they  have  been 
accomplished  not  only  without  bloodshed, 
but  almost  without  a  protest.  Kvery  change 
has  been  followed  by  floods  of  congratula- 
tory telegrams  and  adhesions  ;  every  gov- 
ernment has  enjoyed  popular  manifestations 
of  approval  ;  every   executive  and  minister 

i  overthrown  has  been  discarded  with  as 
tilde  ceremony,  and  teeling  as  one  would 
employ  in  throwing  away  an  old  coat. 
Might  is  fight  every  time  !  Can  such  a 
situation  be  treated  seriously  ?  Have  we  at 
last  discovered  the  true  solution  ol  political 
controversies  in  this  policy  of  non-resist- 
ance ?  Or  must  we  believe  that  Brazil  is  a 
country  as  yet  without  any   fixed    political 

'  principles,  without  courage  and  without 
patriotism  ?  Surely  someone  must  have 
believed  in  the  monarchy  and  must  have 
been  attached  to  the  Emperor  !  There 
must  have  been  ardent  republicans  also  who 
were  deeply  hurt  at  the  coup  d'etat  of  the 
3rd  of  November,  and  the  now  overthrown 
dictator  must  have  had  some  warm  personal 
friends  who  in  the  inmost  depths  of  then 
hearts   resented    the    reaction  of  the  23rd  of 

[  November.  But  where  arc  they  and  what 
have  they  done  ?  Rio  Grande  alone  is  on 
record  for  prompt  resistance  to  the  second 
dictatorship.  The  naval  ullicers  in  this 
capital  are  also   on    record  for  resistance   as 


soon  as  the  situation  permitted  organization 


and  insured  success

exception,  the  people  have  been  silent  and 
apathetic,  and  their  official  representatives 
have  promptly  and  enthusiastically  endorsed 
every  change.  And  not  only  this,  thev 
attempted  to  reproduce  within  the  limits  ol 
their  authority,  the  situation  and  measures 
characterizing  the  central  government.  The 
declaration  of  martial  law  in  this  capital  on 
November  3rd  led  to  many  repressive 
measures  which  the  dictator's  government 
considered  necessary  lor  its  protection. 
These  measures  were  intended  only  for  the 
cities  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  Nictherov,  but 
they  were  enforced  throughout  the  whole 
country,  and  without  even  the  formality  ol 
declaring  martial  law.  Arbitrary  arrests 
were  made,  newspapers  closed  and  pass- 
potts  demanded — and  this  without  warrnnl 
"I  law.  and  without  suspending  the  regular 
processes  ,,l  law.  And  at  this  moment  we 
see  many  stales  seeking  to  dep.ise  their 
governors,  simply  because  President  Deodnro 
was  compelled  to  resign  in  il,e  n.iii,,n.i! 
capital.  The  whole  movement  would  be  a 
huge  larce  were  11  n„t  s,,  prophetic  nf 
liagedy.  It  shows  us  nut  only  how  igtn.r- 
1111  of  p  .pillar  rcpresentive  government  tile 
Brazilian  people  really  are,  but  also  how 
ready  they  ,oe  t,,  an  ,,,,  the  most  absurd  ..I 
theories  and  the  most  dangerous  of  expen- 
mcnls.  These  purely  arbitrary  .recurrences, 
nutations  ol  the  acts., fan  ailntiarv  central 
authority,  will  have  a  tendency  to  extend 
limber,  and  will  certainly  end  smne  dav  in 
absolute  anarchy.  Hie  only  safeguard 
against  such  a  result  is  the  supremacy  of 
'.he  law,  which,  we  icgret  to  sac.  docs  inn 
vet  exist.

It  has  always  been 
we  have  frankly  expressed  on  every  occa- 
sion, that  Brazil  is  wholly  unprepared  f..r 
sell-government  as  a  republic,  and  the 
events  of  lite  past  two  yeats  fully  confirm 
"in  \iews  on  that  subject.  Ihe"  step  has 
been  t.iKcn,  however,  and  the  must  inipoi- 
lant  question  now  is  how  to  avoid  the  evils 
and  disasters  which  threaten  to  overwhelm 
the  country.  One  of  the  very  first  steps,  in 
our  opinion,  should  be  to  'make  the  law 
supreme  and  to  compel  its  obseivancc 
everywhere,  from  the  President  down  to  the 
humblest  citizen.  There  should  be  no  ex- 
ceptions and  in.  favors.  Keen  where  Un- 
laws are  bad,  they  should  be  scrupulously 
observed  until  legally  annulled.  No  mail 
should  be  permitted  to  consult  his  own 
pleasuie  anil  convenience  in  ibis  matter, 
not  even  if  he  is  die  chief  magistrate  ol  the 
nation.  There  is  no  justice  nor  security  in 
any  oilier  course,  hence  it  should  be  made 
the  first  lesson  in  self-government.  In 
close  connection  with  this  sentiment  is  that 
of  respect  for  the  law-making  branch  of  the 
government— the  legislature.  As  a  rule, 
loo  much  importance  is  attached  10  the 
executive,  and  too  little  to  the  legislature. 
When  it  is  considered  that  the  latter  is  a 
body  of  men  gathered  from  every  pail  of 
the  country,  representing  every  class,  con- 
dition and  interest  of  society,  and  invested 
with  ihe  power  of  framing  laws  lot  the 
maintenance  of  order  and  the  protection  of 
personal  and  property  rights,  it  must  be 
seen  that  its  mission  is  one  of  the  highest 
.Hid  best  thai  can  be  conferred  he  any 
people.  The  chief  of  ihe  nation  can  do  no 
mine  than  to  execute  the  laws  framed  be 
these  representatives  of  the  people,  and  to 
petloini  all  [he  ceremonial  lunctioils  re- 
quired of  the  nominal  head  of  the  govern- 
ment. In  teaching  the  supremacy  nf  the 
law,  therefore,  it  is  also  essential  to  teach 
die  necessity  of  respecting  and  prnlecting 
the  law-making  power,  and  of  selecting  lor 
itonly  the  wisest  and  best  men.  d'o  do  all 
this,  however,  as  well  as  to  disseminate 
sound  views  of  popular  representative  gov- 
ernment, it  becomes  necessary  10  carry  out 
a  vast  scheme  of  popular  education,  a 
scheme  vast  enough  to  embrace  instruction 
lor  almost  every  occupation  ol  life  as  well 
as  a  fair  knowledge  ol  the  elaborate  system 
of  government  dependent  upon  popular 
wisdom  and  choice.  Popular  education  is 
one  of  the  foundation  stones  of  popular 
government  ;  without  it  such  a  government 
cannot  possibly  succeed.  It  is  vitally  im- 
pottaut,  therefore,  that  immediate  steps  be 
taken  to  develop  a  sound  anil  universal 
system  ol  public  schools,  and  that  a  common 
effort  should  be  made  to  diffuse  sound 
information  everywhere  in  regard  to  the 
rights  and  duties  of  citizenship  in  a  republic. 
This  is  a  work  in  which  the  press  can  Lake 
a  leading  part,  and  we  trust  it  will  not 
hesitate  to  begin  at  once.     There  are  scores 


ol  admirable  hooks  on  the  subject,  everyone 
of  which  should  be  translated  and  published. 
If  the  newspapers  cannot  do  this,  then  let 
us  have  an  association  of  patriotic  citizens 
organized  for  that  express  purpose.
